SPECIAL ORDER NO. 7 March 20, 2007 

SUBJECT: MISCELLANEOUS MANUAL AMENDMENTS 

PURPOSE: Due to the recent Department reorganization, this 

Order identifies the changes which deactivated Special 
Operations Support Division and activated Emergency Operations 
Division. In addition, several other entities have been renamed 
and/or reassigned to other divisions. 

PROCEDURE: 

I. SPECIAL OPERATIONS SUPPORT DIVISION - DEACTIVATED. 

Special Operations Support Division is deactivated, which 
has resulted in the following changes: 

* Gang Support Section has been reassigned to Gang and 
Operations Support Division, Detective Bureau; 

* Traffic Court Liaison Unit has been reassigned to 
Detective Support and Vice Division; 

* Bicycle Coordination Unit has been reassigned to 
Training Division; 

* Drug Recognition Expert Unit has been reassigned to 
Training Division; and, 

* Noise Enforcement Team has been reassigned to 
Commission Investigation Division. 

II. EMERGENCY OPERATIONS DIVISION - ACTIVATED. Emergency 
Operations Division (EOD) is activated within Special 
Operations Bureau. As a result of this reorganization, 
the following sections and units have been included 
within EOD: 

* Special Operations Section includes the Incident 
Command Post Unit, Special Events Permit Unit, and 
Major Events Planning Unit and Department Operations 
Center; 

* Traffic Coordination Section includes Analytical Unit, 
Photo Red Light Unit, and Specialized Collision 
Investigation Detail; 

* Specialized Enforcement Section includes the 
Specialized Enforcement Unit and Motor Training Unit 
(formerly M-Platoon, Metropolitan Division); and, 

* Emergency Management Section includes the Labor 
Relations Unit (formerly Labor Liaison Section), 
Training Exercise Unit, and the Emergency Preparedness 
Unit. 
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III. RADIO DESIGNATION. The radio designation for all EOD 
units shall be "6D". 

Exception: Specialized Enforcement Unit and Motor Training 

Unit radio designations shall be "Commercial Mary" (CM).
